$64,016 Needed in Property 
Taxes to Pay for City’s 
Maintenance 





It will take approximately $99,- 
595 to maintain the city of Up- 
land during the 12 months ending 
June 30, 1941, the city councilmen 
decided in adopting the 1940-41 
budget last night. 

The tax rate is scheduled to be 
adopted when the assessed valu- 
ation is officially known. The 
rate of $1.10 for each $100 of 
valuation is expected to be main- 
tained. 

Sources of revenue were an- 
alyzed and the money to meet the 
municipal costs will come from 
the following sources: 

ANTICIPATED REVENUE 

Taxes, $64,016; dog tax, $800; 
business license, $7,000; permits, 
$900; garbage collections, $2,200; 
franchises, $7,404; interest, $500; 
fines, ‘$13,000; liquor licenses, 
$700; in lieu tax, $3,000; miscel- 
laneous, $75; total, $99,595. 

During the past fiscal year, 
the city’s income was $98,229.94. 

Included in the expense sched- 
ule are operating as well as de- 
preciation charges. The expenses 
by departments are listed as fol- 
lows:

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FRENCH MINING ENGINEER 
TELLS OF WORK IN MEXICO 


Labor difficulties—the cause of 
so many mining company troubles 
in Mexico—do not worry the 
French as much as other nation- 
alities who operate there, Gaston 
Flourie, mining engineer, of 
Santa Rasalia, Baja California, 
said this week when he was a vis- 
‘itor here. + 


Whereas many mining com- 
panies in Mexico are closed for 
months at a time because of labor 
trouble’s, the Compania de Boleo, 
with which Mr. Flourie is identi- 
fied, has not had a strike since 
1925. At that time the strike 
lasted only a month. 

HIGHSMITH’S GUEST 

Mr. Flourie was brought to Up- 
land by Dick Highsmith, who met 
the engineer recently on a vaca- 
tion trip to Mexico. 

A native of France, Mr. Flourie 
was on the verge of being recall- 
ed to his homeland for military 
service when the armistice was 
signed. In fact, he was ordered 
to leave on ‘June 10, but because 
of having der gndents—a wife and 
two children—the French em- 
bassy postponed the order. Then 
by June 25 the fighting had ceas- 
ed. Mr. and Mrs. Flourie and 
daughters, two and One years old, 
are now in Whittier. They have 
another girl four years old in 
France with her maternal grand- 
mother.

Spent by the family in the days 
of the great German drive. Al- 
though the family was in Carca-
